Reconsideration, of tue bill authorizing 


LOB Angeles county to issue bonds in 
aid of the proposed railroad to Salt Lake 
was made a special order for tomorrow. 


By a vote of 31 to 30 the senate uns- 


tained Governor Budd's veto of the pure 
milk bill. 


One of the sensations of the session 


occurred during the debate over a sub- 
stitute bill reported from the assembly 
committee 'on corporations, amending 
the law relating to street railroads. The 
bill amends sections 49!) and 001 of the 
civil code, and repeals the act of 1873, 
known as tho MeCoppin act, fixing the 
rates of fare on the street railroads of 
San Francisco. As amended, the law 
would provide that a fare must not ei- 
eeed 6 coots for one fare for any distance 
under three milea and shall not esceed 5 
cents for one fare for any distance in one 
general direction along the whole length 
of road or connections operated by one 
corporation . 


Biggy of San Francisco started the ex- 


citement by denouncing the bill as VL- 
clona, backed by the street lailroad com- 
bine of San Francisco, and said that un- 
der it all tho transfer system would bo 
abolished, as the present Market street 
system unites many different companies 
or corporations. 


Seymour of San Bernardino, 
who 


brought the bill up as a case of urgency, 
aaid the word railroad roused some of 
the senators to great excitement. He 
was satisfied the bill was a eood one. 


Witbington of San Eiego said the bill 


h*d gone through a transformation pro- 
cess in committee. It was a good bill 
once, but it is a bad one now.

YORK, March 12.—The captain 


of tho ateamer Allancia, from Colon, 
which arrived today, reports that his 
vessel was fired on and chased some die- 
tance when off the east end of Cuba on 
tbe morning of March 8th by a man-of- 
war flying the Spanish flag. The cap- 
tain can advance no theory for the out- 
rage, lie says one of the shots narrowly 
missed the ateamer. lie intends to bring 
the matter to the attention of the Wash- 
inpton authorities. 


Captain Crosaman was unable to get 


the name of the Spanish gunboat. "\Ve 
were sU miles off the shore on the high 
eeae," he said, "and I do not think we 
were responsible to tho Cubans or any- 
body else for being in those waters. The 
shots were fired doubtless by some con- 
ceited Spaniard who hue an idea that 
he can stop any thing thatfloats. How- 
ever, he was disappointed, as it never 
occurred to me for a moment to lay to. 


"It is customary for ua to run within 


half a mile of tho Cuban coast, and this 
time we were further away from it than 
ever, and I really cannot tell why the 
shots were fired." 


Iu answer to n question whether or 


not the shots might have been fired by 
the gunboat "^ith. the idea that bis boat 
belonged to the revolutionists in Cuba, 
the captain eaid: 


"They micht have been practicing on 


us."

tween this port and Colon for a number 
of vears, making one trip each month. 
Sbe leaves here on the 2Gth day of each 
month, and starts on her return trip on 
the 5th of the following month. She 
carries the United States mails, and has 
passenger accommodations for loO cabin 
passengers. Including the officers, she" 
carries a crew of sixty men.

PACKERS IN TROUBLE. 


Reduction 
in Freight Rates 


Will be Asked. 


KASHAS OITY, March 
12. — Kansas 


City packers are in trouble regarding 
their business on tbe Pacific Coast, 
owing to the competition of packing 
honses recently established in San Fran- 
cisco. 
The Kansas Oity Bureau of 


Transportation, eiiya a local paper, is 
now preparing a petition for cuts of 
freight rates from this city west, in 
order that this competition may be 
more easily met, which will be present- 
ed to the transcontinental freight asso- 
ciation at its meeting at Chicago. 


The reduction of rates which the as- 


sociation will be asked to grant has not 
yet been decided by 
tha packera, 


but the cut will havo to bo mate- 
rial in order to Rive the Kansas Oity 
packers a fair opportunity to retain the 
greater share of their business in Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington. South 
Omafia packers now make shipments to 
the Pacific coast under the eatne rates 
that affect Kansas City, and will join the 
request for the reduction. 


VALLEY 
RAILROAD. 


Work Practically Ceased Pending 


Legislative Action. 


SAX FBANCIBCO, March-12.—The offi- 


cials of the San Francisco & San Joaquin 
Valley railroad have practically ceased 
all wort, except that which ia urgent, 
pending tho action of tho legislature re- 
garding the Oakland water front bill. 
-Hollister hps_rnade ft bid for the new 
road, pledging $50,000 and right of way. 
The local company has over $100,000 in 
new Bubscrptiona to report at the next 
meeting. 


Cannot Recover His Son. 


SAX FKANCISCO, March 12.—The su- 


preme court has decided that Edward 
Younger of Santa Clara cannot recover 
tho custody of hia son without the con- 
sent of the boy'a grandfather, 0. "V7. Hi- 
att. 
Mrs. Younger t-ecured a divorce 


from her huaband on the ground of ciu- 
ulty, and waa given the custody of their 
son. Her father, Mr. Hiatt, adopted the 
boy, and Mrs. Younger married again. 
Younger brought suit in the superior 
court for the boy, and judgment was 
given in his favor. Mra. Younger ap- 
pealed to the supreme court on the 
ground that the lower court had no ju- 
risdiction after the adoption of the boy. 
The supreme court holds that thia point 
is good. 


Income Tax Argument. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—The pro-

Suck and others, in reply to their letter 
as the committee on transportation, ap-

:ruit growers. Mr. Stubbs thinks the 
publication of tbe statements made by 
ihe committee was unwise, and more 
calculated-to retard than advance the 
prosperity of the fruit growers, the 
:ranspartation interests and the state. 
Mr Stubbs takes iesue with tho com- 
mittee, slating that it alleged as norma[ 
Llie extraordinary conditions of 1893 and 
189J, when every "industry was daprt£sed 
and when there was little fruit con- 
sumed because people could not afford 
to purctiase it. 


Ueiog figures furnished by the com- 


mittee as a basis, Mr. Ktubbs computes 
the net profit to the California fruit 
grower of $27.85 per acre, and asks whicl 
producer in any state or merchant within 
the state made such a return on capital 
invested during 1894. Mr. Ktnhbg wishes 
the acreage pro tit had been $300 per acre 
net, and if it should have been, he says 
charges for transporting the fruit cast 
would not have been innreaspd. He en- 
ters a general disclaimer to the charge 
that the railroad company haa been re- 
sponsible in any manner for the hard 
times which the fruit growers have expe- 
rienced.

Alter we had reached tho express the 
men told me to'instruct the messenger 
to open ihe door, aa they had dyuamitE 
and would blow it up if the door was 
not opened. I told the messenger this, 
aud he opened the door and then shut 
it, again, after which he fired two shots 
at the robbers. A passenger stuck his 
head out of the window, and one of the 
roblwrH tired a shot at him. 


''The men. threatened xgaia to blow 


the car to pieces with dynamite and the 
express messenger then complied with 
thfiir demand. The men got inside, tak- 
ing us with them, and ransacked the 
car. All the money was in the big safe 
and they did not try to open it. They 
got nothing whatever. After satisfying 
themselves that there was nothing of 
value outside the safe and that it had 
been securely locked they jumped out of 
the car and went ahead to the engine 
ogiiin, taking us with them. 


"Reaching the engine the men un- 


coupled it from the train nnd firingaome 
shots in the direction of the passenger 
cars, to scare the occupants, I suppose, 
pulled lha throttle ami started toward 
Lodi. A brakeman was Bent back to 
Stockton by tbe conductor to flag the 
Orpj;on express which was eoon to come 
along and we waited until the engine 
came from Lodi." 


A tramp who was stealing a ride on 


the blind bageage ia the only person 
who can give a description other than 
general of any of the robbers. He stated 
at Lodi that when the train stopped he 
saw one of the robbers without his 
mask on.

mob. Men who had been frionda ami 
sat Bide by side during the session be- 
came deadly enemies and made every 
effort to injure each other. 
Myron 


King, Governor Matthews' private sec- 
retary, was lucked in tl>e elevator and a 
big burly man guarded tlie door and re- 
fused to allow him lo leave. The police 
finally drove the man away and tha sec- 
retary was released. When he arrived 
at the door of the house at 11 55 he 
found it locked. He had an important 
message from the governor anil a great 
deal depended upon its delivery to the 
speaker of the house before 1- o'clock. 


He pounded on the door, but was de- 


nied admission. Ho cried that the door 
was locked, mud requested that it bo 
'opened, as lie hud a inessaga from the 
governor. His voice waa heard by a 
number of Democrats who were in the 
corridors, and they ran to hia assistance. 
An attempt was made to force open the 
doors, hut the crowd of Republicans, 
•who wens bent upon the governor's sec- 
retary being kept out wiui his mesa AUK, 
resisted with all the force they could 
command. The heavy oak doors were 
unable to Ftand tho pressure brought TO 
bear upon them, and they were forced 
open. King, who was in fiont, was 
forced right into tho crowd of Republic- 
ana who were bent on keeping him from 
reaching the speaker.

In a moment everything was con- 
fnaion, and friends and enemies alike 
were fighting. The sole aim of the 
Democrats naa to get Kin? through the 
crowd to the speaker's desk with the 
governor's veto, and the Republicans 
determined to hold him buck until 12 
o'clock, at which time the houae would 
adjourn Bine die.

These luxuries embrace 
two-thirds of all tariff revenue. ^There 
bhuuld be no income tax in a time of 
peace.

eelves to new conditions. A reduction 
of more than one-half of the dnty at one 
time upon an article is inexpedient and 
even dangerous. 


Reciprocity, judging from what has 


already been done, is the best step that

raises large amounts of revenue from 
forei'n products not produced in this 
country in any considerable amount, 
thereby, as in the case of euj-ar, increas- 
ing tne cost to consumers without a cor- 
rt-sponding benefit to the producer. 
These features of the new tariff, in con- 
ne,ction with the striking down of reci- 
procity, make ita revision an absolute 
necessity, but, like all tariff legislation, 
we believe that it should be made upon 
&s conservative linen aa possible in order 
to remedy its fatal defects. 


RmMufti and ircquent changes of the 


tariff nnirit become a thing of tlie past. 
The stability of business demands this 
imperatively, and if it cannot bu had in 
any oilier way it inav, as Carnegie sng- 
ye.«ts, become necessary to fix tariff en- 
actments for a term uf fear?, prohibit- 
I»K changes at any other time unless 
njiide unavoidably necessary for the 
purpose of revenue.

According to 
my view of tLo subject, the conspiracy 
which aeems to have been formed here 
and in Europe to destroy -by legislation 
and otherwite from three-sevenths to 
one-half of the metallic money of the 
world is the most gigantic crime of this 
or any other age. The consummation 
of Euch a buheme would ultimately en- 
tail more misery upon the human race 
than all the wars, pestilence and famine 
that ever occurred in the history of the 
world. The absolute and instantaneous 
destruction of hali ihe entire movable 
property of the world, including houses, 
ships, railroads ;ind other appliances for 


on any man's ehouldi-r 
privilege or imposes ou 
violating the moral law of liis nature. 
If, indeed, office were an unavoidable 
thins something might he said to the 
converse of the proposition, but it ia not. 
When the Minneapolis judge sentenced 
a man to a death iu which he "did not 
believe" ho made a deliberate choice be- 
tween taking a prime part in what he 
considered a legalized murder and re- 
signing an office, with its emoluments 
and honors, or so it eeeina to us. He 
did not believe in capital punishment, 
but his were the lips that sentenced a 
fellow being to just tbat, form of death. 
He might have resigned an office tbat 
carried with it the lesponeibilitv of com- 
mitting what he considered a deed of 
guilt, but he did not. Fcr that decision 
do you suppose that the Lord who speaks 
through individaal conscience will hold 
him guiltless? 


It is unnecessary to eay that in this ar- 


ticle we neither attack nor justify capi- 
tal punishment. It is of tho responsi- 
bility of tbe judge solely that we write. 
Aud in this connection arises another 
interesting question. Can a judge whose 
standard of living ia BO far from bigli 
that he Beta at defiance his convictions 
in order to hold and discharge the du- 
ties of an oflice bo trusted to do hia duty 
at all times, without prejudice and with- 
out favor, to the petitioners before his 
court?

•eal estate for taxe?. The object of the 
aw ia to make the redemption of such 
and easier fnr those who own it, ar»d to 
cut- off much of the cost of such redemp- 
tion. In short, the object of the law i 
.o help the unfortunate get their laud 
back, after it haa been sold for taxes. 


The law provides that no person shall 
e permitted to buy land fortuxea. The 


Slaw must buy it. This will shutout 
speculators who make it a point to buy 
at lax Hales, for the money there i. in 
ic. The state pr.inosea todo this atcost, 
or nearly KO. Under the old law a "pecu- 
lator charged 50 per cent advance on 
what he paid, even one day after he 
bought the laud. The state will hold 
far five years for the benefit of the oivn- 
er of the land it buys at tax Bales, and 
the costs of redemption are moderate, 
especially for the first year or two. Tlie 
costs of redemption are as follows: 


Ten per cent if redeemed within sis: 


mouths of date of sale. 


Twenty per cent if redeemed within 


one year of date o£ sale. 


Forty per cent if redeemed withm two 


years of date of palp. 


Sixty per cent if redeemed withm 


three years of date of aale. 


Eighty per cent if redeemed within 


four years of date of sale. 


One hundred per cent if redeemed 


within five or any greater number of 


Oi course, if a man redeems hia land 


after a number of years, he muat pay 
taxes for each year. 


At the expiration of five years the 


state is entitled to a clear deed to the 
land, if the owner haa not redeemed it; 
but even then the law gives the owner 
another chance, although the state holds 
the deed. The original owner ia a pre- 
ferred purchaser for air monthsafterthe 
expiration of tiie five years. 


The new law, when compared with 


the old, is hy far better for tho person 
whose land goaa delinquent. Tne cost 
under the new law for twoorthree years 
is not more than the costs under the old 
law in that many days. By no streaa of 
circumstances cau a man's land he taken 
irom him for noa-payment of taxea in a 
less time than five years.

dismiss the information against W. G 
Lane was yesterday denied by Judg 
Carter, who hauded down a wnttt 
opinion setting forth the grounds for tli 
ruling of tlia court. This opinion is a 
follows: Thin ifi an application b1* tli 
district attorney under section l^SS ( 
the puliiical code to dismiss theiuforma 
lion for the reuaoji that in his opiuioi 
euillciunt evidence canDOt bo produce* 
to f ecu re a conviction. 


Tne information charges the defendan 
•ith murder iu killing of one Can tie! t 


in li>90, and uuon the first and only tria 
the jury returned a verdict o! guilty ii 
the nretdt-grce. An appeal was taken 
and ou December 1,1S93, the supreme 
court revt-i-ted the judgment ami gmntiri 
a new trial upon ihe sole ground that thi. 
trial court erroneously admitted evi 
leuce leading to thowaii atiempt by tin 
defendant to kill another person at the 
Sdino place and shortly alter the kill inn 


f UauBeld. 
While the court in matters of thiakiili 


;ives much considerainn und attache 
;reat weight to ttte ailvice and opiuioi. 
>f the district attorney, yet, in view o 
the fact that this matter involves the 


., iedt and gravest i-nma known to out 


awe—murder—and because the respon- 
sibility re?tsentirely with the court iu the 
:rjd, I have examined the depositions 
akcn at the preliminary exaiuimitior 
and the testimony given at the trial o 
the case as disclosed by the bill of ex- 
ceptions used upon the appeal, aud with- 
out attempting to detail the evidence, 
here U, m rny opinion, ample evidence, 
after rejecting that which the siipn 
court held to be- erroueous, to warrant 
and maintain conviction for tlie- crime of 
manslaughter at least, if not for anj 
greater offense. In view of thia fact, I 
lo not feel tlut it ia my duly to dismis- 
10 grave a charge until I am convinced 
,hat it is not probable tliat evidence can- 
not ba produced at the trial. 


There does uot apuetir to have beeu 


auy effert by either party to bring tho 
matter to trial since the "tiling of the re- 
mittur from tbn supreme couit, January 
, 1891. and until this motion was made, 
was not aware tuat such a CdSe waa 


pending in thid court. 


It ii tugsjefltt-d by the district attorney 
hut it will not be pos-ible lo procure the 
.tteiitliiuceof the witnesses; that one, 
. believe, is dead, and the others ecat- 
cred and their whereabouts unknown, 
tut in this 1 am disposed to believe that 
IB under rates the capacity of the sher- 
ff to perform the duties of his office, 
iut even if it 1>R impossible to securethe 
ittendauce of uny one or inoro of the. 
wiLuesapp, it appears that the depo=i- 
ions of all the witnesses who knew any- 
bing about tbe fuels, were taken at the 
ireliminary examination, and appear to 
)B in regular form, ami the law provides 
or ju=L the c ee that has been su^f^ied 
)y authorizing tlie use of these deposi- 
iuits when the wUnetsed are dead, in- 
ane, or cannot, w'llh due diligence, be 
ouutl in the state. Penal code, USB. 


Tliere is, perhaps, much force in tli 
uiigestion of the district attorney that 
lit* jury might attach less weight to

roper verdict of a jury, if one cnn'bj 
btained, thus relieving his name of the 
wiium of the charge of murder, and re- 
lieving a reproach f roiii the udminislra- 
onof the law.

h?ranceof justice" at this time to dia- 
uifs the information. A trial w>Il not 
esultin any injustice to tho defendant

mall. A jury will bn in attendance 
pon this court on April 1st, and tin-re 


no reason why the case cauuot be 


ried in the early part of April. 
The motion to dismiss will, therefore, 
e denied at this time, and the case will 
eaet for trial as soon as the district 
torney can eecure the attendance of 
ie defendant and his attorney.

Supervisors Will Take Advantage 


of the New Rates. 


The Board of Supervisors took an im- 


portant step yesterday in cancelling all 
existing fire insurance policies with a 
view to re-insurance. It wa^declared to 
be the sense of the hoard that the 
finance committee be directed to take 
advantage of the present reduced rates 
of insurance, which amount to a reduc- 
tion of fully 40 per cent on the old rate. 


The present amount oi the county in- 


surance on buildings and bridges is 
about 1175,OiiO, and it is estimated that 
the sum ot $3000 can be saved at once.
